A verdict lias at last been obtained in 
the Wolff m uider case, which has T>een 
on tri$l for nearly two weeks in Depart­ 
ment One of the Superior Court. Twelve 
good men have decided that Alfred Wolff 
is guilty of the crime of manslaughter, 
and that his wife B ertha and his friend 
Peterson are both innocent. 
The morning session was consumed 
with tho speech of Deputy District Attor­ 
ney Peyton. 
H e devoted most of his 
time to an endeavor to prove the com­ 
plicity of Peterson and Mrs. Wolff in 
the crime. In the afternoon the Judge 
gave his charge, which was an unusually 
long one and occupied over an hour and 
a half in reading. The case went to the 
jury about half-past 4 and they were out 
until nearly 8. 
Wolff and his wife and 
Peterson had been removed to the County 
Jail, and the Court waited ten minutes 
after notice of an agreement had been 
Hent in for them to be brought back. 
When they appeared the jury filed in 
and answered to their names as they 
were called. 
“ Gentlemen of 
the jury, are you 
agreed upon your'verdict ?’.’ asked Judge 
Gardiner. 
“ We are,” answered the foreman as 
he stepped forward. 
» 
“ Let it be read,” said the Court 
It took the foreman a long time to ad-

Peterson, a tailor, and Mrs. Wolff got 
into a wagon and drove over to San Juan- 
by-the-Sea. At a hotel owned by a man 
named Sharp, about noon, they came 
upon Frank Wilson, with whom they 
had formerly all been living in a cabin 
near tbe town. There had been a quar­ 
rel between Wilson and Wolff concerning 
the lattut’s wife, and bad blood had ex­ 
isted for some time.

of the hotel and Wolff shot Wilson, re­ 
peatedly discharging his revolver at him 
until he was dead.

the last attem pt having been made 
only a few days ago. The child is small 
for her age and sickly. 
8he was unwill­ 
ing to talk much to Chief Benedict, but 
she told substantially the same story as 
her mother. 
The man Satterfield is a meek-looking 
individual, quite different, as far as ap­ 
pearance goes, from th e buccaneer that 
his wife described. 
He declares th a t the 
charge it merely the result Of his wife’s 
jealousy. The couple was m arried three 
years ago, For some time, he says, all 
went well, and then after their removal 
from N ebraska'to Lob Angeles, which 
took place nearly a year ago, Mrs. Sat­ 
terfield began to develop a m ania of 
suspicion and jealousy. 
She was con­ 
stantly afraid, so he says, th at her hus- 
bandj would run off with some other 
woman And steal the child. At last when 
life under such circumstances became 
quite intolerable to him he proposed th at 
they Bhould separate. This enraged her 
and she immediately declared, so his 
story runs, that she would prefer this 
charge against him . 
He says th a t the

SWEPT ALL BEFORE IT. 


A f i e r c e F i r e B r e a k s O u t a t ¡'le w - 
h a l l . 
At 8 :15 o’clock yesterday morning the 
residents of Newnall were summoned to 
the main thoroughfares by the cry of 
“ Fire,” as smoke was seen issuing from 
the rear of the Southern Hotel. Before 
anything could be done to arrest the con­ 
flagration a blaze burst forth, and in a 
few minutes it was evident that the 
building was doomed. The guests oí the 
establishment hurriedly removed what 
few valuables they could gather together, 
but they did not have much time at their 
disposal, as the building was a frame one 
and burned like tinder. The fire raged 
furiously, and attacked the livery stable 
at 
the 
rear of the 
hotel, 
which 
soon disappeared under the fierce beat 
of the flames. It was feared at one 
time that the whole town might be 
swept out cf existence, and the South­ 
ern Pacific officials aided by all the 
strength of the community, worked like 
Trojans to secure the safety of the com­ 
pany’s freight house and Newhall’s mer­ 
chandise store, both of which were an­ 
gularly opposite the burning buildings. 
Their efforts proved successful, and by 9 
o’clock all apprehensions were quieted. 
Tho hotel and livery stable were re­ 
duced to a mass of ruins, and Mr. Byron 
R. Boynton, the proprietor of the estab­ 
lishment, estimates the loss at about 
130,000, on which there is doubtless in­ 
surance. A defective flue is believed to 
have been the cause of the fire.

THE CAMPAIGN. 


T h e U e r u i a u D e m o c r a t * T u r u O u t 
a t O r a n g e . 
E ditors H erald—We had a most suc­ 
cessful and enthusiastic meeting of Dem­ 
ocrats 
last evening. 
The gathering 
assembled to hear Dr. Louis Schneider, 
of New York. At about 8 o’clock Col­ 
onel L. É. Messmore, our fellow towns­ 
man, called the meetiDg to order and in­ 
troduced the celebrated speaker. 
Dr. 
Schneider informed the audience that as 
he was traveling especially for the bene­ 
fit of bis own countrymen, he would first 
oí all address them in the German lan­ 
guage for thirty minutes. He first in­ 
formed his countrymen in their native 
tongne that the present tariff duties or 
taxes averaged 47 per cent., a rate far in 
excess of any that had ever been imposed 
upon the American people, and was a 
rate of taxation far in excess of the needs 
of the government. Jt was a rate of tax­ 
ation which was exorbitant, unjust and 
uncalled for. He told them that the 
Mills bill, reducing the tariff from 47 
per cent, to about 40 per cent., was 
called by the Republican party a free 
trade (freie handel) measure and taught 
that 
a 
40 
per 
cent, 
tariff 
was 
no tariff at all and that if the Democratic 
party got in power again the country 
would he ruined. 
He said that the Re­ 
publican doctrine of protection benefiting 
the laborer was false and the statements 
that were being made of the greater 
prosperity of the country under a high 
tariff more than a low one. 
He said he 
only wished that his countrymen could 
have been where he had in his travels 
through the States, so that they could 
see for themselves that the much talked 
of prosperity of the working people was 
false. He then instanced a case where 
one of his own countrymen, with wife, 
daughter and child, were working in a 
factory in the East where they manufac­ 
tured shoddy-woolen goods, and that he 
informed him that all their earnings at 
the end of the month was so small in 
amount that it was impossible for them 
to meet expenses! He told his listeners 
of a case where a New England manu­ 
facturer asked him to try and import fifty 
German families for him to get them to 
work in his factory at low wages, but the 
speaker told the manufacturer that he 
did 
“not 
trade 
in 
human 
flash 
and 
blood.” 
After 
thus 
talking 
in the German language for a half 
hour or longer the speaker then pro­ 
ceeded to talk in P'nglish. He informed 
them that the shipping industry of 
America had b3$n ruined by protection, 
that whereas twenty-five years ago one 
might walk on foot in New England and 
visit a dozen ship-bailding yards in a 
day, to-day we must get on the cars if 
we want to find two. 
He then related 
instances where industries bad been 
compelled to close up business and dis­ 
charge their workmen on account of the 
raw materials of manufactures being 
highered in price by the tariff. How 
these factories had to remove to Canada 
in order to get the material cheap enough 
to enable them to compete with other 
countries in foreign trade. 
He said that 
•in every instance where America had 
had a fair show with England and Ger­ 
many in foreign markets she had taken 
everything before her. and said there 
was no reason why it should not be so 
in every case. 
All we want is free raw 
material to make plenty oi employment, 
high wages, (by increasing the demand) 
and to tak8 the lead as America should 
do in the commerce of the world ! With 
logical argument and with a thorough­ 
ness 
that 
proved 
him 
to 
be 
perfect upon his subject the speaker 
then proceeded to the discussion 
of 
trusts, which he Baid are called by Mr. 
Blaine “ private affaira,” and showed 
that they were always in direct antago­ 
nism to the interests of labor and that 
of the community at large, and instanced 
one case in which the steel trust subsi­ 
dized a Southern factory to the amount 
of $400,000 per annum, if they would 
stop work and discharge all of their men, 
theieby limiting production, and putting 
up the price of the product to consumers. 
He then dwelt at length upon the great 
necessity of cheap lumber for the coun­ 
try in all kinds businesses and for cheap 
dwelling houses for the poor. He said 
that whereas he could now only build 
four houses at the present lumber price, 
he could, if it was free, build five houses 
for $8,000, thereby increasing the work 
for mechanics, painters, etc.*, and increas­ 
ing the profits on his capital by increaee 
of rent. He then remarked upon the 
absurdity of the tin plate and jute 
tariffs, considering that neither of these 
articles were produced in the United 
States. Regarding the one-half cent 
duty 
taken 
off 
of 
raisins, 
he 
said that the Democratic party gives 
you far more than your money back on 
the lumber in w hich you pack yonr rai­ 
sins. He said that California raisins 
were being sold irf London side by side 
with the Malagas, and that Meade 
Co. 
had latelv shipped three car-loads to 
London, the great free trade market of 
the world. He also said that Thurber 
& Co. were selling California raisins in 
New York with Euiopean labels. He 
said that the manufacturers of jute bags 
in California empld} Chinese laborers, 
which answers the assertion that it 
would not do to import our jute free, as 
that would throw American labor out of 
employment. 
He quoted Mr. Blaine 
where he said: “ Undoubtedly the ap­ 
parently higher wages of the American 
mechanic over the English one is more 
than compensated lor bv the greater effi­ 
ciency of the former.” He cautioned 
the farmers present to remember once 
aDd for all that the price of what they 
sold was regulated in Liverpool, and not 
in America, but that what goods they 
bought were regulated by the American 
protective tariff. 
The American was at 
length 
beginning 
to 
realize 
that 
“it costs too much to be a Republican.” 
The talented Bpeaker concluded by say­ 
ing that he felt sure that when the sun 
of the Oth of November would sink to 
rest it would find Grover Cleveland and 
that grand “ Old Roman” Allen 
G. 
Thurman at the posts of honor, and that 
the country would be able to say to the 
noble army of Democracy, in the words 
of the Scripture, “ well done, thou good 
and faithful servant.” With three rous­ 
ing, heartfelt cheers for Grover Cleve­ 
land, the meeting dispersed, everyone 
having been closely interested during 
the whole lecture, and being thoroughly 
convinced that Dr. Schneider had de­ 
livered the most effective address that 
had been delivered at Orange during the 
whole campaign.

T h e P e cu lia r S en a to ria l t i g h t lie 
lu g S ile n tly W aged In M lnnenota. 
Tiie liveliest political contest of the 
present campaign is now being fought on 
the quiet in Minnesota, says a St. Paul 
dispatch to the New York Times. At 
the present time thore are three men en­ 
gaged in the contest, and tho prize is D. 
M. Sabin’a seat in the United States Sen­ 
ate. Senator Sabin is a candidate to 
succeed himself, of course, and his ag­ 
gressive Republican opponent is General 
W. D. Washburn. Ignatius Donnelly— 
he of the unique political and literary 
record—is actively training to get in con­ 
dition to head both Sabin and Washburn 
in the decisive heat to be run in the 
State legislative halls next winter. The 
Senatorial campaign eeems to be con­ 
ducted strictly on tbe still-hunt plun. 
The laying of the proper political wires 
and the building of candidates’ fences 
began more than two years ago. 
Less 
than a j ear ago there were no less than 
six men figuring on filling the Stillwater 
raan’a shoes. Among them were C. A. 
Pillsbury, ex Governor John S. Pillsbury, 
R. B. Langdon, H. B. Strait and ex-Gov­ 
ernor Hubbard. But the contest has 
narrowed down between Washburn and 
Subin. Of the candidates for the legis­ 
lature already nominated bv the Repub­ 
licans the Washburn men claim to have 
a majority, but thoy are not wild enough 
to claim that Washburn has a sure thing. 
Tha Sabin men are doing their work 
under the surface. But a leading Sabin 
man let drop a remark in St. Paul the 
other day which has set the opposition 
guessing. The remark was this: “ If 
General Washburn succeeds in securing 
the majority of the Republican legisla­ 
tors elected this fall it will not beat Sa­ 
bin—not. by a jugful.” 
That is an inno­ 
cent little statement, seemingly; but, 
nevertheless, it has set the opposition 
hustling for facts. They claim to have 
found a very fleshy Senegambian in 8a- 
bin’s political fences, but they are keep­ 
ing very shady with the information. 
There are vague rumors of a deal be­ 
tween Sabin on one side and Hill, Kelly, 
Doran and President Cleveland on the 
other. This, it is given out, is a com­ 
pact by which enough Democratic legis­ 
lative votes are to be delivered to Sabin 
to secure his election. Sabin has no pro­ 
nounced views on the tariff, and is any­ 
thing but a partisan in politics. 
Mr. 
Cleveland has always advised with Sabin 
regarding appointments in Minnesota. 
This has strengthened Sabin with tbe 
Democrats, but caused the Republican 
leaders to lose confidence in him. 
The unique factor in the race is Igna­ 
tius Donnelly. His position and chances 
have already been outlined. The sage 
bases his hopes of election upon a dead­ 
lock between Sabin and Washburn and 
the election of a sufficient number favor­ 
able to bis candidacy to give him the 
balance of power.

however, loquacious, and he blurted out, 
“ I made a $3,000 bet 
ou Harrison 
about an hour ago.” 
“ Where?” asked tho reportef. 
“At the Union league Club,” he re­ 
plied. 
Did a member of tbe Union Club bet 
you $3,000 that Cleveland would be 
elected?” 
* 
“ He did.” 
“ Who was he?” 
“I do not care to mention his name. 
He is a prominent member of the Pro­ 
duce Exchange.” 
“That’s pretty good.” put in A1 Dag­ 
gett—“a rnembor of the Union league 
Club to bet on Cleveland. I thought 
they had hustled all the Mugwumps out 
of the club. If a member of the Dag­ 
gett Harrison and Morton Club were to 
bet on Cleveland I should be tried for 
treason.” 
A few bets of small amounts on the 
result of the Presidential election were 
made about the hotels. The rumor that 
John L. Hill, of Philadelphia, was to be 
at the St. James and Hoffman House 
with $10,000 more to bet on Harrison 
and Morton brought half a dozen men 
around ready to 
accept 
the wager. 
“Johnnio” Allen, “ Dave” Gideon and 
one of the Dwyers were on hand, but 
Mr. Hill did not appear. 
In the betting on local candidates 
Mayor Hewitt seemed to be without a 
friend among the men who were laying 
wagers on the result of the Mayoralitv 
contest. Only one man was bold enough 
to back him and he covered his identity 
by placing his wagor through another 
man. It was for $500 and was instantly 
accepted by W. F. Croft, the Harlem 
contractor. The unknown said he was 
willing to bet $1.000 additional but he 
left no forfeit. Matthew Baird, John B. 
Devlin and several other well-known 
contractors were in the Hoffman House 
early in the evening ready to put up 
from $10,000 to $20,000 on Grant. They 
made a search for Mr. Hewitt’s solitary 
supporter but failed to find him. 
Theodore H. Hamilton made two dis­ 


tinct efforts to bet either $1,000 or $2,500 
on Sheriff Grant, but tho Hewitt adher­ 
ents refused to talk business. 
H. D. 
Sarsfield, of the Thirteenth Assembly 
District, went so far as to offer $100 even 
that Coogan would poll a larger vote than 
Hewitt, and even this remarkable offer 
found no takers. 
Ex-Register John Reilly offered to l>et 
$5000 that Grant would receive more 
votes than Hewitt and Coogan combined. 
This offer was made publicly and there 
was no takers. 
Ben Wood has offered to wager $10,000 
that Colonel William I,. Brown will win 
his bet of $20,000 against $12,000 on 
Cleveland. 
Mr. Wood is still waiting 
for some one to accept. 
The market last night was as follows: 
On the general result of the National 
election, even money; on New York 
State, 10 to 0 in favor of Cleveland; on 
the doubtful States, provided all were 
taken, even money. 
On the local elec­ 
tion, 10 to 7 on Grant as against Hewitt, 
3 to 1 on Grant against Erbardt. 
Later in the evening Dr. W. C. McFar­ 
land, of No. 54 West Twenty-sixth street, 
bet $75 against $100 with Mr. Jere Pang- 
born that Hill would poll more votes in 
the State of New York tbau Cleveland. 
Some bantering followed the making of 
the wager and Dr. McFarland offered 
$1000 to $000 on Hill’s election.

Pangborn did not accept.—[New York

in this city, yesterday : 
‘We have built and placed in service 
during the year 147 sleeping, parlor 
and 
dining cars, costing $10,382.43 
each, or an 
aggregate 
of 
$2,408,­ 
217.21. 
There are now under con­ 
struction ninety cars, the estimated cost 
being about $17,000 each, or an ag­ 
gregate of $1,530,000.00. These cars, 
with the 85 purchased of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and the 147 built during the 
year, will make a total of 322, an addi­ 
tion of about 25 per cent, to the total 
equipment in service July 31, 1887. 
There has been expended for new 
dwellings and additions to shops and

not unfrequently they have to be torn from the 
m em brane, 
Occasionally a sqlid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, ou w hich there are gener­ 
ally traces of blood, but In some cases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of th e nasal cavity.

moaning the departure of the excitem ent 
boom. 
The fertile lands of Los Ang­ 
eles are capable of furnishing a good 
Using to 100,000 families, or half a mil­ 
lion souls. Let us get our agricultural 
resources developed. 
The man who 
owns ten acres of a nicely improved home 
is worth five years from to-day $10,000 to 
$20,000. 
G et a piece of good land and 
keep it. 
The next thing to do to keep this sec­ 
tion of ours saved is to build at once thq 
great Main and Tenth street hotel. 
Side 
by side with our soil is our climate 
as a rich possession. 
The crop of 
invalids never fails at the East. They 
must come here or die. People will 
prefer the former horn of the dilemma. 
Many invalids are very rich. They want 
all the luxuries there are, and they are 
willing to pay for them. They will come 
here if they can get the comforts they 
are used to. 
W hen they once come and 
see us, they will as others did before, 
become enamored of this place and settle 
here.

W o o l a n d W o rk t u g m m . 
Every manufacturing country of any 
consequence, except the United States, 
has wool on the free list. To enable the 
wool manufacturer to compete in his 
home m arket, and to export a surplus 
abroad, he must be able to purchase his 
wooi as favorably, not only as to price, 
but as to selection of qualities and 
kinds, as does his foreign competitor. 
There is grown in the United States 
205,000,000 pounds of wool a year, while 
the consumption for manufacturing pur­ 
poses is over 000,000,000 pounds. There 
are $44,000,000 worth of woolen goods 
imported annually at an average duty of 
58 per cent. 
If the im portation of raw 
wool was free these goods could be man- 
factured 
so cheaply in 
the 
United 
States that imports would cease and 
eventually 
American 
manufactories 
would supply foreign m arkets. 
Wages 
would be enhanced as the resultant of 
an increased dem and for labor, 
Amer­ 
ican manufacturers must have free of 
duty the finer woola of Kugland and 
Australia in order to compete with manu 
facturers abroad. 
Let us glance back 
to the operation of the tariff of 184C. 
The highest price paid upon any class 
of woolen goods, cotton fabrics and m an­ 
ufactures of leather was 30 per cent. ad 
caloran, and upon most kinds of cotton 
goode it was only 25 per cent. 
Wliat 
was the effect up<.n the New England 
States, 
a manufacturing center, after 
eleven years of K»w duty? During that 
period the value < Í woolen manufactures 
increased more than 42 per cent., the 
number of bauds < tnployedincreased 18,!* 
per cent., and the total am ount of wages 
increased 37 per cent.

look at the result of the high tariff upon 
wool for the decade endiDg with 1880:

During the decade the population in­ 
creased 25 per cent, while the num ber of 
hands employed in the industry increased 
only 8 percent., and the wages of each 
employee decreased $38 per annum . 
The kinds of woolen goods largely 
worn in the United States are rated at 
between forty and eighty cents a pound. 
The present war tariff taxes these goods 
at thirty-five cents a pound, and at forty 
cents on the dollar’s worth besides. The 
Mills bill takes off the tax of thirty-five 
cents a pound, leaving the tax of forty 
cents on the dollar’s worth. The pro­ 
posed Senate bill increases the tax on 
the cheaper kinds, worth from forty to 
sixty cents a pound, and forty cents be­ 
sides on the dollar, or thirty-five cents 
more than the Mills bill. 
And this for 
the benefit of the working m an! The 
tariff tax on the medium grades of 
woolen cloth, shawls, etc., for women is 
now thirty-five cents a pound and fifteen 
cents on the dollar’s worth. The Mills 
bill reduces this to one tax, forty cents 
on the dollar’s worth. The Senate bill 
increases the tax to thirty-five cents a 
pound and forty cents on the dollar’s 
worth, or thirty-five cents more than the 
Mills bill.

of between seven and ten million dollars, 
not to consumers but to im porters, and 
that it will close every silk factory in this 
country.

The notes and 
mortgages signed by them bore ex 
horbitant interest. About the middle of 
August a severe frost came and ruined 
the entire w heat crop, leaving them only 
about as many potatoes as they need lor 
planting, and barely enough oats to win­ 
ter their stock. 
Trouble and suffering 
began at once. 
M erchants who hereto­ 
fore had been anxious to supply all their 
wants refused to credit them any more. 
Nearly every creditor became alarmed 
and foreclosed. The situation became so 
bad that the Sheriff refused to inflict 
further suffering on the people by taking 
their property. 
Ho found them 'without 
fuel or bread; they were nsingdhe drop­ 
pings of cattle for fuel to cook snch arti­ 
cles as they could get. Men, women and 
children were in rags and without food. 
"W e found everything as the sheriff 
had stated,” said Mr. H arpm an. 
"For 
tbe present their most pressing needs 
are fuel and bread, and these articles 
must be had at once, for every day is 
suffering and priviation. 
We visited 
about tw enty houses and found all, 
with bat two exceptions, without a stick 
of wood or any other m aterial for 
fire except cattle droppings. 
On Satur­ 
day the ice was three-fourths of au inch 
thick and wo found numerous little 
children with bare feet and legs. 
One 
woman with two little girls, with bare 
feet and lim bs, was trying to keep warm 
on the sunny side of tho house. 
Borne 
creditor bad taken her cow and left her 
to starve with her little ones.

G overnor Hil! P rovokes a n E xplana 
tio n as to Those T h irty - 
T hree T rn n k s.

R o ch ester, N. Y., October 23.—The 
city was crowded to-day with Republi­ 
cans from all over the country. 
Senator 
Hiscock and C. M. Depew arrived early 
this morning, and Jam es G. Rlaiue at 
12;50. 
The party was received at. the 
Central depot by a committee. 
Five 
hundred people assembled at the depot. 
Blaine spoke at 3 o'clock at Franklin 
Square. 
It was raining slightly, so the 
crowd is not very large. 
Blaine spoke again at night, 
lie said 
in p a rt: 
M r . 
C h a ir m a n — I beg to bring to 
your attention and to the notice of the 
audience a statem ent 
made by Mr. 
Bayard in a speech two weeks ago. 
quote his exact words. 
He said : 
want you to think of the progress of the 
United States since these tariíl'laws were 
made and w hat the consequences are. 
Various inventions have come into play 
since that tariff reached 
its 
present 
proportions. H ere are some figures I 
believe to be readable. They come from 
a high authority, Mr. Edward Atkinson, 
of Massachusetts, who is our leading 
statistican and an honorable man. From 
1870 to 1887 the population of the United 
States increased 55 per cent. But in the 
same time the dairy products of the 
U nited States, cheese, butter and milk 
and 
all 
that 
is 
created 
by 
the 
dairy increased 
75 
per 
cent. 
In 
these seventeen 
years the products 
of cotton increased 112 per cent. 
The 
consumption of wool increased 100 per 
cent. 
The production of pig-iron in­ 
creased 285 per cent. 
The construction 
of railways increased 523 percent. W hat 
has been the result of the population in­ 
creasing in so small proportion to all these 
vast forces which are needful to m en’s 
use. > It proves to you that the country is 
making more than the people of the 
country need or can consume.” 
In reply to Mr. Bayard, my first re­ 
m ark is that it is a great deal better for 
a people to have more than they can 
consume than to have less than they can 
consume. 
Mr. Bayard seems to think it 
is an evil omen if the wealth of the 
country increases more rapidly than its 
population. 
I do not, I confess, quite 
comprehend Mr. 
Bayard’s drift, for 
my 
own 
understanding 
has 
been 
according 
to 
the 
simple rules 
of 
political economy, where a naticn is in­ 
creasing in population moro raDidlj than 
its property, there m ust soon be suffer­ 
ing; but where the acquisition of prop­ 
erty outruns the ratio of increase iu 
population, it means th a t the nation is 
growing powerful, wealthy and great. 
As Mr. Bayard hae endorsed Mr. Atkin­ 
son as a statisticiar and an economist, I 
will use Mr. Atkinson’s figures, and tell 
Mr. Bayard where a large proportion of 
the increase of the wealth in the United 
States has gone under the protective 
tariff. 
Mr. Atkinson stated in July last that 
since 1865 the wages of foremen, over­ 
seers and other specially skilled work­ 
m en have advanced 188 per cent; that 
the wages of the average mechanics, 
carpenters, machinists, and the like 
have had an advance of 90 p ercent; 
th at factory operatives and others of like 
grades of skill in the mechanical arts 
have advanced 78 percent, and the wages 
of the comman laborer 60 per cent. You 
will please observe that these are not ad­ 
vances over the wage rates of some for­ 
eign country, but over the wages paid in 
our own country a onarter of a century 
ago, and that these advances flow directly 
from the .protective tariff. Mr. Bayard 
will 
sec 
then from 
the 
authority 
he endorsee, that this large increase 
of 
wealth 
has 
not 
gone 
merely 
to rich men already wealthy, but it has 
gone in a larger degree than was ever 
heretofore known in the history of this 
or of any ether country into the pockets 
of the workiDgmen. 
If I had been 
searching for a witness by whom the 
value of the tariff to the workingmen of 
tb e country could be established beyond 
a doubt, I -could not have summoned a 
better one than Mr. Bayard and Mr. Al- 
kinoon to the stand. 
Mr. Bayard further gives public w arn­ 
ing that if we do not take care we will 
produce in this country as much in 
seven months as we shall need in twelve 
m onths. Well, that is the last thipg 
th a t fihould alarm the American people. 
That facts shows above all things our 
power to shorten the hours of labor. 
And now le t me turn to another topic. 
While I was in Indiana I had the 
honor-of frequent notices on the stump 
from Kis Excellency, David B. Hill. The 
principal subject he appeared to have 
come west to lay before the people of 
Indiana was that I had driven on Carne­ 
gie’s coach when in Scotland ; that I had 
returned hom e on an English steamer, 
and had im ported thirty-three trunks, all 
full of C lothing/’ as H is Excellency 
averred. If :he had taken pains to in­ 
quire of Mr. Carnegie, he might have 
learned th e cost of his coach and the 
color of foie ¿torses, and been thus better 
prepared for h is .Indiana campaign. 
If 
he had aeked me about the trunks, 1 
would freely have.given him a list of all 
the pocket handkerchiefs, stockings and 
.cravats I had imported, and would gladly 
have informed H is Excellency, by way 
•pf giving him a lesson on the subject of 
th e tarid , that articles t f that kind are 
about the same price in London as in 
Jtew York. 
As I have no «doubt he desires to do 
rue exact justice, I would ,have further 
informed His Excellency that he mis­ 
took the character of tbe Bfcoamer I re­ 
timed in, inasmuch as she belongs to a 
company of American stockholders; aud 
J would have further informed him that 
he over-Btated the number, q! trunks, 
which was in all twoa instead.qí thirty- 
th ree;

A CITY TREASURER GOES WRONO. 


The Keeper of Cleveland’s Pnblie 
Funds Skips Out—His Bonds­ 
men Safe.

C le v e la n d , 0 ., October 23.—Thom as 
Axworthy is City Treasurer and very 
prominent both as a business m an and 
Democratic politician. 
It is a common 
remark th at w hatever he touches turns 
to gold. 
H e has vessels, real estate, coal 
mines, iron ranges and other valuable 
investments, 
lie has been absent for 
some tim e, and rum or has been busy 
with his name. On Saturday the May­ 
or’s clerk subm itted to the City Board of 
Revision a partial 
report of his in­ 
vestigation into the business methods 
of 
the 
municipal 
officials. 
Still 
Axworthy was out of town, and yester­ 
day morning the one inquiry on the 
streets was, “ Where is the City Treas­ 
u rer?” 
Occasionally an indefinite an ­ 
swer was made to the effect that he was 
in New York. 
His business and official 
associates declared that he was there, 
and was stopping at the Windeor Hotel. 
A telegram of inquiry was sent to that 
hotel and an answer returned. 
Ax- 
worthy arrived there September 29th, in 
the morning, and departed in the evening 
for Montreal, Canada. 
There, all track 
of him was lost. 
Meantime his bonds­ 
men began to investigate. They are 
U nited States Senator H. B. Payne and 
*J. H. W ade, Jr., and are pledged for 
$500.000. They, together with leading 
city 
officials 
and 
attorneys 
were 
in 
consultation 
ail 
last night and 
adj turned 
early 
this 
morning. 
Rach refuses to say a word. 
The 
finance committee of the common coun­ 
cil, after a hasty examination of the 
books, state that they believe the loss to 
the city by reason of Axworthy’s dis­ 
appearance'is $500,000. 
Senator Payne 
and J. H. Wade, jr., bondsmen of the 
city treasurer, at 2 o’clock this morning 
filed a petition and affidavits in the com­ 
mon pleas court, praying for an attach­ 
ment against Axworthy’s vessels, real 
estate 
and 
other 
property. 
The 
schooner Republic and three-quarters 
interest in the schooner Page were at­ 
tached and his money and stocks in the 
local banks were garnisheed. The Sheriff 
fs uow attaching the real property of the 
missing Treasurer, including his farm on 
Lorraine street, outside the city limits, 
and his summer residence on Lake ave­ 
nue. 
The National Bank of Commerce 
also began suit for $250,000 to recover on 
a promissory note they discounted. 
It 
is said Axworthy has $200,000 with him . 


CITY AND BONDSMEN SAFE. 
Late this afternoon it was announced 
that of $870,887.04 turned over to the 
Treasurer, and by him deposited in the 
bank, only $447,450 05 remained on de­ 
posit. 
The shortage therefore amounts 
to $429,437.49. 
The Police Pension fund 
and Firem en’s Relief fund, which were 
unrecured by bond, are gone, and over 
$192,000 of the Board of Education 
fund goes into the shortage. 
This last 
item is secured by a separate bond of 
$250,000, with Helas Cham berlain and 
T. P. Handy as sureties. 
It is believed 
that Axworthy’s vessel property and real 
estate will inventory nearly half a mil­ 
lion, and his bondsmen are secured. 
The cify will 
probably lose nothing 
as the bonds are good. 
No trace 
of

It is asserted that he is in 
Liverpool. England, on his way to Bel­ 
gium, and that he is well supplied with 
ready money. 
It is rumored, but the 
rumor has not been confirmed, that Ax­ 
w orthy lost heavily in the recent wheat 
squeeze, and that he was in the Gogoe- 
bie iron crash for a large sum. The 
Common Council met to-night to lake 
action in the premises. 
It was decided 
to declare the office vacant and appoint 
a temporary Treasnrer.
